(New) The method of treating skin substantially without hair cover as claimed in 
claim 35, wherein at least one pyridine 1-oxide compound is 2,6-diamino-4- 
piperidinopyridine. 

38. (New) The method of treating skin substantially without hair cover as claimed in 
claim 35, wherein at least one 2,6-diamino-1,3,5-triazine compound is 
2.6-diamino-4-butoxy-1 ,3,5-triazine 1-oxide.
